District  has  been  issued  and  whereas  it  is  manifestly 
impossible  to  hold  the  election  for  a candidate  to  serve 
in  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia  for 
the  Cassiar  Electoral  District  in  the  manner  and  at  the 
times  prescribed  in  section  20  of  the  “ Election  Regu- 
lation Act ; 

And  whereas  by  section*! 34  of  the  “Election  Regula- 
tion Act”  it  is  provided  that  “ no  election  shall  be  held 
to  be  void  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  Returning 
Officer  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  writ  of  election, 
or  in  consequence  of  any  delay  in  the  holding  of  the 
election  at  the  time  appointed,  or  in  taking  the  poll, 
or  in  the  return  of  the  writ,  such  delay  not  extending 
beyond  the  day  named  for  the  return  of  the  writ,  or 
in  consequence  of  any  impediments  of  a technical  or 
formal  nature;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  to  cause  to  be  adopted  such 
measures  as  may  be  necessary  for  removing  any 
obstacle  or  the  doing  of  or  the  omission  to  do  any  act 
of  a technical  or  formal  nature,  by  which,  or  the 
want  of  which,  the  due  course  of  any  election  may  be

VANCOUVER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  NO.  102. 

I Itfi-hiiu'  to  mu  anti  Itg-lniw  Xos.  Jli  unit  HI. 

J IIKREAS  it  is  expedient,  for  the  better  regulation 
of  the  several  trades,  occupations,  or  businesses 
carried  on  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  to  amend  By  Law 
Nos.  79  and  84  : 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Vancouver 
in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows: 

By-Law  Nos.  79  and  84  is  hereby  amended 

1.  By  striking  out  and  repealing  the  fortieth  clause 
of  By-Law  79  and  the  first  section  of  By-Law  No.  84. 

2.  By  inserting  in  the  said  By-Law  79  the  following 
clause,  to  be  known  as  clause  40 : — 

“ No  commercial  traveller  shall  within  the  limits  of 
the  said  City  of  Vancouver  solicit,  demand,  receive  or 
take  any  orders,  promises, or  measurements  for  wearing 
apparel,  which  said  wearing  apparel  is  subsequently  to 
such  demand  being  made  or  order  given,  to  be  made  up 
or  had  previously  been  made  up  outside  the  limits  of 
the  said  City,  and  afterwards  to  lie  delivered  to  any 
person  or  persons  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
City,  without  having  first  obtained  a license  so  to  do, 
ami  (laying  therefor  a fee  as  set  out  in  the  Schedule  A 
annexed  to  By-Law  79.” 

3.  By  striking  out  the  31st,  32nd,  33rd,  59th,  60th, 
and  (list  lines  of  Schedule  A of  By-Law  79. 

4.  By  striking  out  the  figure  “ 5 ” in  the  19th  line 
of  the  said  Schedule  A,  and  inserting  the  figure  “0” 
in  lieu  thereof  in  By-Law  79. 

5.  By  striking  out  the  words  “ or  wrestling  ” in  the 
34th  line  of  the  said  Schedule  A,  By-Law  No.  79,  and 
by  inserting  after  the  word  “exhibition,”  in  the  35th 
line  of  the  said  Schedule  A,  the  following  words:  “ for 
every  wrestling  exhibition,  $10.” 

6.  By  striking  out  the  figures  “50,”  in  the  42nd  line 
of  the  said  Schedule  A,  of  By-Law  79,  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  figures  “25.” 

7.  By  striking  out  the  figures  “ 10,”  in  the  43rd  line 
of  the  said  Schedule  A,  of  By-Law  79,  and  inserting  in 
lieu  i hereof  the  figures  “7.50.” 

8.  By  striking  out  the  figures  “ 50,”  in  the  44th  line 
of  the  said  Schedule  A,  By-Law  79,  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  figures  “25.” 

9.  By  striking  out  the  figures  “ 15,”  in  the  46th  line 
of  the  said  Schedule  A,  By-Law  No.  79,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  figures  ‘ ‘ 7. 50.  ” 

10.  By  striking  out  the  words  “ real  estate  agents,  ” 
in  the  53rd  line  of  the  said  Schedule  A,  and  striking 
out  the  figure  “5”  in  the  55th  line  of  the  said  Schedule 
A,  of  By-Law  No.  79,  and  inserting  the  figure  “2”  in 
lieu  thereof. 

11.  By  striking  out  section  48  of  By-Law  No.  79. 

12.  By  striking  out  the  words  “ten  dollars  per 
week,”  on  the  11th  line  of  Schedule  A,  of  By-Law  79, 
and  in  substituting  therefor  the  words  “ fifty  dollars 
for  six  months  or  shorter  period.” 

13.  By  inserting  in  the  5th  line  of  section  24  after 
the  word  “sale,”  “ or  exhibiting  patterns  or  samples 
and  soliciting  orders  for  goods  or  wares  to  be  after- 
ward delivered  in  retail  quantities.” 

14.  That  clause  57  of  By  Law  No.  79  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “in  half-yearly  instalments” 
in  the  8th  line  thereof.

VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


No.  78. 

A BY-LAW 

Appointing  II'.  II'.  Xorthcott.  Assessor,  Kui  Mings  In- 
spector and  Superintendent  of"  Public  Works. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  William  Walter  Northcott  is  hereby  appointed 
Assessor,  Buildings  Inspector  and  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vic 
toria. 

2.  Section  3 of  the  “ Buildings  By  Law  ” is  hereby 

repealed,  and  in  li  u thereof  be  it  enacted  as  follows: 

“William  Walter  Northcott  is  hereby  appointed 
Buildings  Inspector  and  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria. 
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“The  duties  of  said  Buildings  Inspector  shall  be 
“ («.)  To  oversee  the  erection  of  all  buildings  to  be 
built,  enlarged,  altered  or  re-erected  : and 

“(6.)  To  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  “Buildings 
By-Law;”  • , , 

“(r. ) And  otherwise  those  in  conformity  with  the 

Municipal  Act,  52  Vic.,  chap.  18. 

The  duties  of  ti  e Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  : — 

(e.)  To  personally  examine  the  different  material 
required  by  plans  and  specifications  of  buildings  in 
course  of  erection  and  to  be  erect  d by  the  Corpo- 
ration of  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  see  that  the  same 
are  in  strict  conformity  with  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  that  the  work  on  buildings  in  course  of 
erection  and  to  be  erected  is  properly  performed  by  the 
contractor  or  c*  ntractors  for  such  erection. 

(,/. ) No  change  of  or  deviation  from  the  plans  and 
specifications  aforesaid  shall  be  sanctioned  or  permitted 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  without  con- 
sulting the  Committee  for  the  time  being  appointed 
by  the  Council,  and  without  a written  order  in  that 
behalf  signed  by  the  Committee  or  Council. 

(e.)  And  otherwise  those  in  conformity  with  the 
Municipal  Act,  52  Vic.,  chap.  18. 

The  duties  of  the  Assessor  for  the  Corporation  of 
the  City  of  Victoria  shall  be  as  follows 

(a.)  He  shall  prepare  an  assessment  roll  giving  the 
value  of  all  real  estate  and  improvements  within  the 
City  limits,  and  Specifying  the  number  of  the  Lot,  or 
portion  of  Lot,  according  to  the  official  map,  size  of 
same,  together  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners, 
and  to  return  the  said  roll  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Council  on  a day  to  be  decided  by  a by-law  to  be 
hereinafter  passed. 

(b.)  He  shall  notify  all  owners,  or  their  known 
agents,  of  the  increase,  if  any,  made  in  any  assess- 
ment upon  real  estate,  or  upon  the  improvements 
thereon,  and  in  case  of  an  appeal  against  such  assess- 
ment, he  shall  appear  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  hearing  the  same,  with  such  evidence  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  cause. 

(c.)  He  shall  place  in  a separate  column  on  the  said 
roll  all  real  estate  upon  which  no  improvements  have 
been  made,  and  all  Lots  which  are  not  fenced  in,  or 
Lots  which  have  been  fenced  in  and  are  not  kept  in 
repair,  shall  be  considered  unimproved  property,  and 
be  liable  to  a special  tax  as  such. 

(d. ) He  shall  prepare  a roll  of  all  persons  resident 
in  the  Municipality  who  are  taxable  therein. 

(e.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assessor  to  prepare 
a roll  of  all  persons  carrying  on  any  trade,  business, 
or  calling  in  accordance  with  the  Revenue  By-Law, 
levying  a rate  from  persons  ; also,  the  names  of  all 
persons  taxable  in  the  Municipality  who  are  not  resid- 
ing within  the  Municipality.  (All  persons  residing 
outside  the  City  limits  shall  be  considered  as  non 
residents.) 

(/. ) He  shall,  within  one  week  after  the  final 
revision  of  the  Assessment  Roll  by  the  Council,  be 
prepared  to  hand  in  his  roll  so  revised  to  the  Collec- 
tor. 

(!)■)  And  otherwise  those  in  conformity  with  the 
Municipal  Act,  52  Vic.,  chap.  18. 

The  salary  of  the  said  William  Walter  Northcott  ns 
such  Assessor,  Buildings  Inspector  and  Superintendent 
of  Public  Works  shall  be  $150.00  per  month. 

Ibis  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “The  Assessor,  Build- 
ings Inspector,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
By-Law,  1890.”

2 The  said  Thomas  Preece  shall  be  entitled  to  30 
days'  notice  prior  to  being  discharged  from  his  said 
office. 

3.  The  compensation  or  salary  of  the  said  Thomas 
Preece  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  a 
month,  payable  monthly.

NEW  WESTMINSTER  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


QUEEN’S  PARK  REGULATION  BY  LAW 


A Hy-Lmr  to  regulate  Queen’s  Fork,  in  the  dtp  of 
Xeir  Westminster. 


OIHE  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
A enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  climb  on 
to  or  over  any  fence  enclosing  any  part  of  Queen’s 
Park,  or  to  injure  or  damage  any  such  fence. 

2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  disfigure 
or  damage  any  building  or  erection  on  said  Park,  or  to 
write  on  or  attach  to  any  such  building  or  erection  any 
handbill,  notice,  or  other  writing  or  printing,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Park-Keeper. 

3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  walk  or 
drive  or  be  on  any  of  the  cultivated  grounds  of  the 
said  Park,  or  on  any  grass  where  notice  forbidding 
such  trespass  is  exhibited,  or  to  mutilate,  damage  or 
take  away  any  flower,  plant,  shrub,  or  any  other 
thing  whatsoever  growing  or  being  in  any  enclosed 
portion  of  said  Park,  without  permission  from  the 
Park-Keeper  or  the  Park  Committee. 

4.  No  child  under  the  age  of  six  years  shall  be 
allowed  on  the  enclosed  portion  of  said  Park  unless  it 
be  in  charge  of  its  parent,  or  some  other  responsible 
person. 

5.  No  dog  shall  be  allowed  on  the  enclosed  portion 
of  said  Park,  and  any  person  bringing  any  dog  into 
any  enclosed  place  thereon  shall  be  guilty  of  a breach 
of  this  by-law. 

6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  drive  or 
ride  furiously  within  the  limits  of  said  Park  without 
the  consent  of  the  Park-Keeper. 

7.  The  Council  may  grant  permission  to  any  per- 
son, society  or  company  to  occupy  the  said  Park,  or 
the  buildings  theivon,  for  a special  purpose,  and  shall 
determine  what  sum  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
treasury  on  account  of  such  permission. 

8.  The  Council  may  erect  booths  for  the  sale  of 
refreshments  or  for  other  purposes  within  the  limits  of 
said  Park  and  may  rent  the  same  for  such  period  and 
at  such  sum  as  it  may  by  resolution  determine. 

9.  It  shall  l>o  the  duty  of  the  Park-Keeper  in  charge 
of  said  Park  to  preserve  order  and  enforce  the  regula- 
tions contained  in  this  by-law  within  the  limits  of 
said  Park. 

10.  This  by  law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Queen’s  Park 
Regulation  By-Law.  1890.”

riMIK  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
A enacts  as  follows  : — 

I.  Every  owner,  occupier,  or  lessee,  or  the  agent  of 
any  owner  or  lessee,  of  any  land  within  the  limits  of 
the  < it  y of  New  Westminster,  shall  cut  down,  or  cause 
to  be  cut,  down  or  otherwise  destroyed,  all  noxious 
weeds  or  growths  upon  any  land  within  the  said  city 
of  which  lie.  is  the  owner,  occupier,  lessee,  or  agent, 
and  such  weeds  or  growths  shall  be  cut  down  or  de- 
stroyed on  or  before  the  first,  day  of  June  in  each  year, 
or  before  the  same  shall  have  blossomed. 


.hiiiY  17tii,  1890.] 
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~-  Thistles  and  the  shrub  commonly  known  as 
“broom”  are  hereby  declared  to  be  noxious  weeds  and 
growths  within  the  meaning  of  this  by-law. 

9.  Any  person  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  he  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  in  section  1!)8  of  the  “ Now  West- 
minster Act,  1888,”  and  in  such  ease  the  Council  may 
cause  such  noxious  weeds  or  growths  to  be  cut  down 
or  destroyed  at  the  expense  of  such  person,  and  such 
cost  may  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  municipal 
taxes  are  recovered  under  the  said  Act. 

4.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  by- 
law, the  time  for  cutting  down  or  destroying  noxious 
weeds  or  growths,  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  the  15th  day  of  August  for  the  year  1890, 
but  for  that  year  only. 

5.  In  the  construction  of  this  by-law,  words  import- 


ing the  singular  number  or  the  masculine  gender  shall 
include  more  persons,  parties  or  things  of  the  same 
kind  than  one,  and  males  as  well  as  females,  and  the 
converse,  and  shall  include  also  any  body  corporate  or 
politic,  or  party,  and  the  heirs,  executors,  administra- 
tors, or  other  legal  representatives  of  such  person,  to 
whom  the  context  can  apply  according  to  law. 

(5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Noxious 
Weeds  By-Law,  1890.”
